SAN FRANCISCO, (AP) — Junks In a mock 
Lee Harvey Oswald trial are seeing computer-en- 
hanced evidence that could give them a new 
perspective on the assassination of President 
Kennedy nearly 30 years ago. 7 

In the prosecution's opening argument,- a com- 
puter-enhanced videotape showed the Dallas 
route of Kennedy's motorcade and the view from 
the sixth floor of the Texas School Book Deposi- 
tory, from where Oswald allegedly fired three 
shots. 

"(Oswald) was a disturbed man, a fanatic 
about guns," prosecution attorney Joseph W. 
Cotchett told the jury Monday in opening state- 
ments of the mock trial being staged by the 
American Bar Association. 

"Defending Lee Harvey Oswald is difficult be- 
cause he is not here," defense attorney Thomas 
Barr said. 

“You would believe that the government, by 
this time 30 years later, would have all the 
facts," he added. "Yet every single fact of Impor- 
tance In this case is open to serious doubt." 

The defense will question the claim that Os- 


wald was the lone gunman. The number of shots 
fired is uncertain, and evidence is said to indicate 
that shots were fired from the grassy knoll 
across from Oswald's alleged firing spot. 

Oswald, a former U.S. Marine who lived in the 
Soviet Union for a time, was determined by the 
Warren Commission to have been the sole assas- 
sin In the Nov. 22, 1963, sniper attack on Kenne- 
dy 

Oswald was slain soon after his arrest. Many 
books and the movie “JFK" have questioned 
whether he was set up to take the blame by 
high-level conspirators, with speculation ranging 
from the CIA to the Mafia. 

Prosecutors also hope that enhanced Inspec- 
tion of the home movie shot by Abraham Zapru- 
der as Kennedy was shot will definitively show 
that then-Texas Gov. John Conn ally was wound- 
ed by the same bullet that passed through Kenne- 
dy’s neck. The technical evidence was developed ~! 
by Failure Aralysis Inc. of Menlo Park, a compa 
ny that investigates and analyzes disasters.
